All - When I was in California picking up Number 1 daughter from College 
(USC), I also stopped by the HRO in San Diego (providentially near my 
company's headquarters) and bought the brand new copy of "Wire Antenna 
Classics" from ARRL. I am not a fan of the "Classics" series by ARRL since 
it to me it seems to represent a try by the ARRL to extract money form us 
twice; once when the article appears in QST or other ARRL publication, and 
once whne it appears in the Classic publication. How many of us QRPers laid 
out the money for QRP Power just to get the single article on souping up the 
40-40?? 


On to more positive things. 


Stepping down from my _ soap box I will say I think that "Wire Antenna 
Classics" is a good buy. Unlike more recent "Classics" books it contains 
many articles that the average Ham is not likely to have in his QST library. 
As an example there are two articles on Rhombics from the 30s, and an 
article on the Vee antenna from the first Antenna Handbook! There is an 
excellent article from 1960 by "Judge Glanzer" that describes the inverted 
Vee for the first time in print. In addition there are a number of other 
articles on a wide variety of wire antennas that are useful and educational. 
Many of hte articles range from the 50s , 60s , and 70s, so if you are a new 
comer to Ham radio there is a lot of useful information in this book that 
you have not seen elsewhere. If you don't have access to a major College 
library that has back issues of QST this is a good investment. 


There seem to be some major omissions, though. The W3EDP antenna is not 
included and should be as its origins are not well quoted in the amateur 
press. The W8JK antenna articles that appeared in the 30s in QST are 
likewise ignored. The editors of this volume must be low banders as the 
original 1920s article on the Beverage antenna is included. Great reading. 


I looked at the ARRL Vertical Antenna Classics book and decided that it 
wasn't worth the expense. I still resent having to purchase the QRP Power 
book just to get the 40-40 soup up aritcle and Zach's excellent QEX article 
on designing a 40 M transceiver. So I am not a fan of ARRL's Classic 
philoasophy so far. The wire antenna book is an exception. If you are 
interested in Wire Antennas it is a good resource. I recommend it. You 
should have a copy of the ARRL Antenna Book first though before you buy 
this book. 


Let's see- I am a member of ARR1, but I don't think I profit from the sales 
of this book. It is a worthwhile buy or I wouldn't have reccommended it. 
Usual Disclaimers disclaimed. I don't gain if you buy this book. I have an 
honest face-honest. If you have access to 60 + years back issues of QST you 
may be better off purusing them for classic antenna articles. Put up an 
antenna Memorial Day weekend!! Pass the 807s (cold cathode). - Dr.

Why? 


1. The radio room is a mess and I need the room badly. 


2. I realized I haven't looked at any of these in YEARS. 

3. I'm at a point in my life where I don't need the security blanket of 
an extra 20 years of older QSTs. 

4. Even though I still consider them overpriced, they ARE available on 
CD ROM if I ever decide I must have some of these issues. 


The concept is simple: January 1960 through December 1979 are in my 
radio room. I want them to be in YOUR radio room! Your cost is my cost: 
free. I got these all from the Public Junk Box at Maryland Radio Center 
(which closed last year). The only catch is that you have to pick them 
up or meet me somewhere and do a trunk-to-trunk transfer, or pay 
shipping (an option I prefer to not do). 


I'll wait a day or two to see who wants some of these, and then decide 
how to get rid of them. Preference will go to local folks in the 
vicinity of Washington, Baltimore or northern VA. Shipping them is not 
a lot of fun. Been there, done that--big time! 


About 7 years ago I sent a huge quantity of old QSTs and Ham Radios to 
QRPer HL2DDK, which I also got at MRC. The mags themselves were free, 
but postage had to be paid, and he wanted them badly enough to pay 

it. I sent them by surface mail at the book rate. The weight limit for 
that class was two pounds, as I recall, and even that cost almost six 
dollars. Take a year of QSTs and weigh them and do some quick math :-) 


Even the older, smaller format required a couple of packages or more to 
do a single year. That meant cutting up a HUGE stack of grocery bags for 
wrapping paper, and buying several rolls of gummed paper tape :-) The 
process took several months, and in the end, when I had pretty much sent 
all that could be found to fill in all the holes, he had spent nine 
hundred thirty six dollars in postage. That's $936.00. Of course, that 
was more like 35 or 40 years of QST :-) Plus most issues of HR. It was a 
fun experience, but not one I'd like to do again, so I'd really prefer 
someone relatively local to get these. 


I'm quite willing to split things up into single years, although I won't 
break up a year set into individual issues. (I don't think there are any 
missing issues.) 


If anyone is interested in helping me clean out the radio room, let me 
know. (Sorry, none of the Ham Radio's will EVER be thrown out!)

Antenna matching is not my specialty, so it would be helpful to get 
opinions from others on the list. However...here goes: 


The K2 power reading (and that of anything you connect to it, like the 
Daiwa meter) will only be accurate when working into a true 50 ohm load. 
1.8:1 will result in significant reading errors. 


What's probably happening is this: The LDG has found a match, but it's NOT 
a match to 50 ohms--it's a match to the K2's PA output impedance, whatever 
that happens to be. As with any other amplifier, the K2's output impedance 
will only be truly 50 ohms at certain frequencies, certain power power 
supply voltages, and certain power output settings. At all other times it 
may be slightly off from this ideal. (Try a few variations and see if it 
stays 1.8:1 into the beam.) You might even have a problem with one of your 
low-pass filters. Also, the tribander is a special case because of the 
harmonic resonances. 


In fact it could be that the tuner's final L/C/network selection 
contributes to the error under certain circumstances: the rig and tuner as 
a coupled xsystemx may be able to achieve a match at more than one 
impedance. (I believe this is why tuner losses can be so high at one 
setting and much better at other settings, despite saying "1:1" for both.) 


The only way to xguaranteex that the output is 50 ohms is to stick to one 
supply voltage and one power out setting -- but no QRP/portable/fixed op 


would want that! It would be pretty limiting. 


The reason you can get 10W from your FT847 w/LDG tuner may be because it 
can make up for its load output variances with brute force, i.e. more 
power. Actual dissipation may be 20W (or more, or less) when the Daiwa 
meter says 10W. And even though the Daiwa says "5W" with the K2 under these 
circumstances, it may actually xbex 10W of real dissipation into the load. 


One thing that might help is to use an absorptive SWR bridge rather than a 
through-type forward/reflected wattmeter. In this case both the antenna 
tuner and the rig will see a 50 ohm load (or closer to it, at least), so 
you're more likely to select an appropriate match. If my conjecture about 
multiple match impedances for the tuner/rig system is correct, using an 
absorptive bridge should be advantageous in some cases.

On to more positive things. 


Stepping down from my_ soap box I will say I think that "Wire Antenna 
Classics" is a good buy. Unlike more recent "Classics" books it contains 
many articles that the average Ham is not likely to have in his 

QST library. 

As an example there are two articles on Rhombics from the 30s, and an 
article on the Vee antenna from the first Antenna Handbook! There is an 
excellent article from 1960 by "Judge Glanzer" that describes the inverted 
Vee for the first time in print. In addition there are a number of other 
articles on a wide variety of wire antennas that are useful and 
educational. 

Many of hte articles range from the 50s , 60s , and 70s, so if 

you are a new 

comer to Ham radio there is a lot of useful information in this book that 
you have not seen elsewhere. If you don't have access to a major College 
library that has back issues of QST this is a good investment. 


There seem to be some major omissions, though. The W3EDP antenna is not 
included and should be as its origins are not well quoted in the amateur 
press. The W8JK antenna articles that appeared in the 30s in QST are 
likewise ignored. The editors of this volume must be low banders as the 
original 1920s article on the Beverage antenna is included. Great 
reading. 


I looked at the ARRL Vertical Antenna Classics book and decided that it 
wasn't worth the expense. I still resent having to purchase the QRP Power 
book just to get the 40-40 soup up aritcle and Zach's excellent 

QEX article 

on designing a 40 M transceiver. So I am not a fan of ARRL's Classic 
philoasophy so far. The wire antenna book is an exception. If you are 
interested in Wire Antennas it is a good resource. I recommend it. You 
should have a copy of the ARRL Antenna Book first though before you buy 
this book. 


Let's see- I am a member of ARR1, but I don't think I profit from 

the sales 

of this book. It is a worthwhile buy or I wouldn't have reccommended it.

(http://www. fix.net/dans.html). I'd like to use a '3362, 
becsue (I belive) it has a signal-strength output as well 
as oscillators and mixers. 


Far Circuits has PC boards for 2 versions - one using the 
MC3335, the other using the MC3362. They also sell the 
3362 chip for $4.

It was published in 73 Amateur Radio Today, October 1994. 
I haven't seen it on any Web site. 


The first oscillator in the chip is used as a VFO, tuned 
by a 10.7 MHz IF transformer with additional capacitance 
to resonate at about 9 MHz. The article shows how to use 
either a variable capacitor or a varactor and 
potentiometer for tuning. (My kit uses the varactor and 
pot. ) 


The kit as I originally built it tuned over 1 MHz. I 
added a 10-turn trimpot in series with the main tuning 
pot (also a 10-turn unit, but similar in size to a 
regular panel-mount volume control) to restrict the 
tuning range. I adjusted the IF transformer to set the 
low end of the tuning range to 3.5 MHz, and the trimpot 
to set the high end to 4.0 MHz. Obviously these 
adjustments interact, but it took only 3 or 4 tries to 
get them close. 


The output of the first mixer is sent through a 3-pole 
crystal filter at 5.185 MHz, using inexpensive computer 
crystals. Another crystal controls the second oscillator, 
and the second mixer is used as a product detector. The 
result is amplified with an LM386. 


> I am very interested in that little RX though the 

> MC3362 chip is very difficult -and expensive- to find 
in Spain. Thanks in 

> advance. 


I wish I could help, but all the sources I know for 
either RX chip are here in the US, and I don't know what 
it would take to get them to ship to you. 


Another receiver, by the same author (Paul Daulton, 
K5WMS) was published in August '92 73 Amateur Radio 
Today. It's called the Explorer, and it uses the Philips 
(or Signetics) TDA7000 FM receiver chip. Far Circuits 
also has PC boards for that, at the same link above.

Hi, Jim, 


The "Classic" approach is a lot more than trying to "extract money" from 
hams. They pull together the best of the articles on a particular topic 
and bundle them all into one place. They are, I hope, always clearly 
identified as such in ARRL's ads. Those hams who have a complete and 
well-organized QST library are probably not the main customers, although 
I suspect that, for many, having them all in one place is worth the 
cover price. And, of course, some newer hams don't have all those older 
QSTs, so the articles represent a way to buy the "classics" ata 
reasonable price. The alternative is NOT to publish the Classic series, 
but then those who don't have the QSTs, or who don't want to have to 
look for antenna articles, would be asking why ARRL doesn't publish 
them. I think that the personal choice of buying or not buying moves it 
well out of the "extract" money category. :-) 


> If you have access to 60 + years back issues of QST you may be better off 
purusing them for 
> classic antenna articles. 


Now, I think the PERUSING would be worth the doing. But if I could spend 
a few $ to have someone do all the perusing for me and hand me a stack 
of wire-antenna articles, I would set that set right on the shelf, next 
to my old QSTs. :-) From a time perspective, I would prefer not to spend 
time doing article research. 


> How many of us QRPers laid out the money for QRP Power just to get the single 
article on 
> souping up the 40-40?? 


Now, this is beginning to be another category. The Classic bundling 
with the new does cloud the issues a bit. OTOH, the alternative would be 
to publish ONLY the Classics and NOT publish the article on the 40-40, 
or reprint Lau's QEX article. Do you think this would have been 

better? The publisher probably DID consider the extra sales that might 
be generated, but I believe they considered that from the perspective of 
making a more valuable book, not as a way of getting QRPers to buy an 
expensive article. Sometimes the decisions about what to include in 
books can be tough ones. 


> Let's see- I am a member of ARR1, but I don't think I profit from the sales 
> of this book. 


Sure you do. All revenues generated by ARRL are funneled back into 
Amateur Radio. HQ has a paid staff (or the building would be absolutely 
empty on those sunny days in June and July), but that staff is paid to 
deliver consistent services. The pay of the staff is NOT dependent on 
publications sales; as the finances of ARRL ebb and flow in the long 
term, changes are made to the staffing level, not to the salaries. More 
revenues = more stuff done. Other than fair compensation for too much 
work for HQ staff, ONLY Amateur Radio and ARRL members profit from the 
sales of ARRL books.

Also keep in mind that all you have to do to use an external oscillator into 
almost any xtal socket is use a single appropriate (7404/74LS04/74C04/etc.) 
inverter, and put one inverter in series to one side, and two inverters in 
series to the other. If one side is grounded, you don't even have to do 
that. For BAs I'd use equal DC isolation caps, and possibly a zener & 
resistor.

Hey gang, 


Got my re-gen circuit working, DESERT RATT style and it seems to be 
pullling in all kinds of stations. I'm using a T68-2 torroid with about 
22 turns, tapped at 5 from bottom with a 365 pf cap. Tunes from 5. 
something to over 11.something. Got to get a different tuning cap as 
I'm covering too much frequency in a single turn. I tend to tune right 
past the weaker signals and can't "find" the 40 meter QRP CW signals. 
(Of course, if I used a four foot antenna instead of a two foot antenna, 
I might have a better chance.) One thing for sure, these litle regen 
circuits sure are sensitive. 


I added the coil between C1 and C2 to keep out the broadcast band, but 
for reasons I don't understand I can hear a local FM station on 94.7 MhZ 
loud and clear. I thought it might be a simulcast on AM/FM, but I 
listened and checked and they never mentioned a simulcast nor did they 
ever give a call sign for the AM station. 


So, how is it I'm picking up an FM signal. I do have my audio IC 
[LM380N-8] chip on a separate board with fairly long leads, about 3 
inches going from one board to the other. Think it's my audio leads 
picking it up and demodulating the signal via sloppy solder joint? 
Doesn't seem possible, but I sure do hear it well. 


Just curious. I'm going to put together the "competition" grade 
receiver on a single copper clad board and shorten up all the leads, 
etc. I expect the FM station will disappear. 


If anyone sees the Brits lurking about the list, tell ‘em, I up to 


hand-polished varnish coat number 13 on my solid oak cabinet. The brass 
hardware is taking shape and the hand-engraved brass tuning indicator 
plate looks better and better with each coat of BRASSO :-) I am still 
changing the design on the inner acoustic chamber to get a little more 
bass response out of my 3 inch speaker. 


Keep those rigs a blarin'
